RETURNS FROM EUROPE 


Every Pound Food Means Life 
Saved— Heavy Crop Would 
Have Assured Market

OTTAWA, Feb. 27th.—There never 
has been a time certainly in many 
decades when the need of a maximum 
in food production has been so urgent 
as now. Drought in so many areas, 
-@eombined with the havoc and dislo- 

cation of war, has drained the gran- 
aries and other food stocks of the 
world. 

When Secretary of State Paul Martin 
spoke to newsmen in Ottawa the other 

ay on the UNO Conference in London, 
which he attended as one of Canada’s 


representatives, he said that whatever 


differences of opinion on_ political 
questions arose in the Asscmbly, there 
was complete sympathy among all 
nations with Britain’s appeal for the 
reatest possible effort to relieve the 
ood situation. The plight of India 
through the vagaries of the monsoon 
and tidal waves is particularly acute. 
Million a Day for Britain 
At the present time about a million 
bushels of wheat—some in the shape 
of flour—have been leaving Canada 
for Britain every day. Every bushel 
or barrel is being loaded that there is 
cargo space to take. The limit is being 
sent by the Vancouver route. More 
could probably be sent by the Eastern 
route if more railway cars were avail- 
able, but there is the difficulty of 
etting cars, many of which have to 
4s used for the shipping of lumber, 
fuel and other essential freight. Some 
relief may be expected with the open- 
ing of navigation on the Great Lakes, 
when boats will be able to bring ship- 
ping of grain to the limit. 
Should there be a good crop of 
rain in the coming season, however 
Sig it may be, there will be mar- 
kets for all of it. That is as certain, 
in the opinion of authorities, as 
anything relating: to markets can 


ever be. 

There is at the same time no blink- 
ing the possibility that there may be 
further crop damage through drought 
in the coming season in this continent. 
It may be more widespread in this 
country than in the past two or three 
years. The dust storms in the. winter 
wheat areas of the mid-western states 
naturally arouse some concern about 
our spring wheat.

Acting Together on 
International Scale 


Consumer Bodies of Canada and 
U.S. Co-ordinate Their 
Activ‘ties Now : 


(Co-op. League, News Service) 


CHICAGO.—A co-ordinated organi- 
zation of consumer purchasing co- 
operatives in the U.S. and Canada 
will be set up, it was decided at a 
special joint meeting of the boards 
of three associations here recently. 
These were the Co-operative League 
of the U.S.A., the Co-operative Finance 
Association of America, and National 
Co-operatives, Inec., which comprises 
20 regional co-operatives in the U.S. 
and Canada, serving 3,900 local co- 
operatives with 4,000 retail outlets and 
1,200,000 family patron-members. The 
latter organization was asked to set up 
a committee to make plans for con- 
solidation under one board and execu- 
tive of branches or subsidiaries for 
education and promotion, business 
eperations and finance.

Now is the time to be preparing for your warble fly 
campaign. Grubs that hatched from eggs the heel fly laid 
on your cattles’ heels last summer will soon be appearing 


in their backs. 


The losses from warble flies are no 
longer imaginary. A few years ago 
we had no factual data on these 
losses. Although a few observant 
cattle men knew that damage was 
being done, how, or how much was 
not entirely clear. We now have a 
wealth of actual dollars and cents 
information to corroborate “shah 
observations. The warble fly cost 
the cattlemen of Canada some ten 
million dollars in 1944. To Alberta 
cattlemen, the loss was approximately 
$1,500,000. Your share was probably 


around $5 per head if your cattle 
had warbles in their backs. 
These losses are incurred in several 
different ways: 
1, Pastures « 
June is the best grass month of the 
exe Most weight should normally 
e put on in this month.

For the past ten years it has been the privilege and one 
of the duties of the writer, as Secretary of the Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool, at this particular time of the year, to consolidate 
into a form which has become commonly known through 
the many years since the Dairy Pool’s inception, as the 
Nomination Paper, and consists of all the members’ names 
covering the eight Districts of the Central Alberta Dairy Pool. 


These listings of members’ names 
are then forwarded to each member 
in his or her respective district and 
sub-district, in order that a member 
can be chosen to represent that sub- 
district as delegate. 

Term Now Two Years 

By a Constitutional amendment 
changing your by-laws, duly passed 
at the Annual Meeting held in Red 
Deer in June, 1945, there is a change 
in the length of the term of office in 


control on 300 to 500 head for several 
years now. At a meeting in that 
part of the Province he made this 
“Protected cattle put 
on from 75 to 100 pounds more meat 
as yearlings and two-year olds re- 
spectively than untreated cattle.’’ He 
never could get the two-year-old 
steers on the market in the fall di- 
rectly off grass at 1100 pounds. 
De-warbling has made this possible. 
He has treated consistently since the 
first year of treatment. 
2. Feed Lots 
Grubs working through tissues cause 
discomfort and unthriftiness. Consider 
the similarity of a boil and a warble. 
The inflammation and pus formations 
are much the same in the two cases. 
Imagine the discomfort you get through 
a boil. Multiply this by 25 or even 
100 or more and you get an idea of 
the effect on an animal’s thrift when 
heavily infested with warble grubs. 
3. Trimming 
Warble fly larvae lie embedded 
in loin and rib steaks, the best part 
of the carcass, for up to two months. 
Inflammation causes slimey material 
and, decomposition of surrounding 
tissues. Imagine the condition of this 
pert of the animal when from five to 
fty pockets are Diy ag in each side. 
4. Grading 
When carcasses are heavily trimmed 
they are de-graded according to their 
lower saleability. 
5. Milk Losses 
Losses in this manner are usually 
greater than generally realized. Injury 
to udders, particularly to heavy pro- 
ducers, caused by gadding is sur- 
prisingly prevalent. Also the dis- 
comfort caused by the larvae pro- 
gresain through the tissues cause a 
owered thrift and defifiitely reduce 
milk flow in winter months. | 
Leather 
Farmers are not paid for the hides 
of cattle marketed on the hoof. The 
chief reason for this is the fact that 
approximately 61 per cent of all 
Alberta cattle hides removed during 
1942 were classed as ‘‘grubby’’, the 
majority being of surprisingly little 
value in the production of any of the 
higher class leather products. 
Control Costs , 
Let us say conservatively that it 
y in each

which a delegate serves. Commencing 
this year a delegate will hold office 
for a term of two years, and the 
delegates in the odd numbered Districts 
are placed into office in the even num- 
bered years, and next year vice-versa. 
The istricts and sub-districts to 
receive nomination papers very shortly 
are 1, 3, 5 and 7; hence in 1947 the 
districts will be 2, 4, 6 and 8. 

If I may make one or two obser- 
vations regarding the present method 
of electing delegates as decided by 
your entire delegate bodies in general 
discussions at past Annual Meetings 
and finally approved by your Board 
of Directors, we would say quite 
honestly and conclusively that the 
method is possibly as fair and demo- 
cratic as it is possible to handle such 
elections. 

Full Representation Important 

All members have an equal right 
in choosing the member who they 
think. would best serve their interests 


and welfare in each of their respective 


sub-districts. Each member is eligible 
to hold this office; however, under 
present constitution rights and accord- 
ing to the size of the sub-district, 
whether fortunate or otherwise, a 
sub-district is judged whether it is 
allowed one or more delegates to 


‘represent itself as a part of the Central 


Alberta Dairy Pool. Some sub- dis- 
tricts in the past whether through 
loss of interest on the. part of the 
members in that,sub-district, or other- 
wise, have not nominated any member 
to represent them. Quite frankly this 
does not speak well for such a sub- 
district, and personally speaking what 
we sincerely wish to see is one hundred 
percent equal representation from all 
sub-districts in each and every year. 

There is no doubt whatever that 
there is a great strength in. numbers, 
and within the next week or so your 
office in Red Deer will be mailing 
approximately 5,000 nomination forms’ 
to the members in Districts 1, 3, 5 and 7 
and we would say in closing that it 
would be most encouraging to see a 
full slate of nomination papers returned 
not later than March 3l1st. Interest 


stimulates and nourishes good will and 
prosperity in any organization and 
your Central Alberta Dairy Pool is no 
exception to this general rule,

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The usual eharge for power spray 
machines is approximately 10c per 
head per treatment.

The second 
and third treatment at intervals of 
about a month will provide control 
up to 100 per cent. Thus the total 
cost of protecting an animal would be

save $5.00 by investing 25 cents 
is very good business. 

It should be remembered here that 
while individual treatment is good, 
community treatment is much better 
and the results are more permanent. 

The adult fly lives only a few days. 
When she lays her eggs, her job is 
done and she dies. In the few days 
she is on‘the wing, she will not likely 
travel more than a few hundred yards 
unless in pursuit of a host for her 
eggs. 

our treated animal will not be 
bothered much from untreated cattle 
across the fence. However, if you 
can get your neighbors to treat, the 
job will be much more effective.

NOTE ON CONTROL METHOD 
By THE FIELDMAN  , 

The treatment for small _ herds 
which can be handled individually 
is as follows: 

Obtain a supply of Derris Powder 
from the drug store and follow direc- 
tions that are enclosed in the package 
in making the solution. 

Take a clean curry comb and draw 
it down each side of the animal’s back 
from neck to rump with sufficient 
pressure to remove the scabs. 

With the scabs removed the warble 
fly larvae are now exposed. Take a 
sponge or cloth and saturate each 
sore with the solution. Three treat- 
ments one month apart will give you 
100 per cent control.

The Co-operative Movement in Alberta owes 
much to the Short Courses and Co-operative Con- 
ferences which in recent winters have been held for 
several days at the University in Edmonton, under 
the auspices of the Department of Extension and 
the Provincial Committee on Co-operative Edu- 
cation. o 

Our own observation, during the period of two 
days which we spent at the Conference last week, 
would tend to confirm the view expressed by many 
others, that this was in important respects the best 
that has been held. The curriculum was concerned 
in part with such essential technical matters as 
co-operative bookkeeping problems, and we learn 
that those who attended the classes found them of 
very great value. ‘They contribute to the advance 
of efficiency in the daily activities of co-operative 
undertakings. A much wider field is covered in the 
major lectures and addresses. 

We heard many of the addresses on economic and 
social aspects of the co-operative movement, and 
on the problems which face the farming industry 
nationally and internationally. The speakers pos- 
sessed exceptional qualifications by reason of experi- 
ence, ability and high responsibility. Those who 
heard the addresses and took part in or heard the 
discussions, testify that their own ability to assist 
in shaping policies for the future (and all may make 
some contribution in either a private or administra- 
tive or executive capacity) was enhanced by their 
experience during the days they spent at the Con- 
ference. The report which we commence in this 
issue wil] be continued in the next, dealing with 
a number of features of outstanding interest. 

A most important discussion took place on the 
Report of the Royal Commission on Taxation and 
Co-operatives. It was urged by resolution that the 
trend of this discussion should be given expression 
in a statement by a committee named by the Con- 
ference. Those present also expressed themselves 
emphatically as being ‘entirely opposed to the 
taxation of co-operatives’’.

BRITAIN’S SHINING EXAMPLE 


Official statistics released by the United Kingdom 
Information Service show that one of the chief 
reasons for the sudden food crisis in Britain has been 
the generosity of the British people, through their 
Government, in shipping emergency supplies of food 
and other necessities to Europeans in far greater 
straits than the British people themselves. 

Up to August 31st, 1945, food and other supplies 
shipped by Britain to aid the people of Europe 
totalled 1,800,000 tons, one-third of the total being 
wheat and flour. Other items’ were biscuits, beans, 


' peas, canned meat and extracts, canned milk and 


milk powder, sugar, chocolate, fats, soups. coffee, 
salt, rations for air delivery and special deficiency 
packs for starving people in Holland. 

Among still other items were 56,000 tons of med- 
ical supplies and soap, 104,000 tons of clothing, 
textiles and leather, and great quantities of used 
clothing. Raw materials were provided from 
Britain’s sparse stocks to help liberated countries 
to get their industrial life started. 

Meanwhile, of course, the British people have 
themselves been suffering hardships which for the 
vast majority of the people of North America would 
be in these days unimaginable.

NO POLITICAL CENSORSHIP 

The announced decision of Hon. A. J. Hooke, 
Provincial Secretary for Alberta, to create a political 
censorship of moving pictures in-this Province, is 
in dangerous and intolerable conflict with the 
British tradition of freedom—which is Canada’s 
tradition. 

What citizens in Britain would not submit, to 
should not be forced upon Albertans. 

. No such proposal has ever been made before in 
Canada, by any Government, so far as we are aware. 
We trust that it will be dropped by Mr. Hooke. 

The issue is not an issue of party politics but of 
elementary principle. No Government, no Legis- 
lature, of whatever party, has the right to arrogate 
to itself, or grant to its employees, such dictatorial 
powers as the Minister has threatened to confer 
upon his Board: of Censors. 

On this occasion we find ourselves in agreement 
with the Calgary Albertan, which asks: ‘‘Are 51 men 
sitting in the Provincial Legislature going to deter- 
mine that the remainder of the 800,000-odd people 
in the Province are not sufficiently intelligent to 
recognize propaganda for themselves and decide 
whether to believe it? Not if”we can help it.” 
We hope most of the 51 will decline any such role. 


SOBER PRESS COMMENT 


If Canadians were not a stable sort of people, the 
press speculation and rumors which followed Prime 
Minister King’s announcement about'a week ago, 
concerning leakages of “secret and confidential 
information to unauthorized persons, including some 
members of the staff of a foreign mission in Ottawa” 
might have caused a wave of hysteria to sweep 
across the Dominign. Fortunately, we are in gen- 
eral not easily carried off our feet. Most of us will be 
content to await developments. ? 

In the meantime, happily, there are to be found 
some newspapers which in their editorial columns 
have made a sober and balanced presentation of the 
matters at. issue.

Farm Leader I was rather surprised to see no ref- 
erence at all to the provision of library services. 


¢ Libraries Not Mentioned 


In this 12-point Programme, section 
7 is entitled “Enlarged Educational 
Opportunities for Rural Youth’, and 
section 10 is entitled ‘‘Province-wide 
Progress in Social, Cultural and Ath- 
letic Activity’, but libraries are not 
even mentioned. 

Do co-operatives need libraries? 
Do rural communities need libraries? 
If they need educational facilities, 
they need libraries. Education is 
hamstrung without libraries, and yet 
rural Alberta is almost devoid of good 
libraries. 

It is true that the University Ex- 
tension Libraty does provide a book 
and pamphlet service by mail, from 
its Open Shelf Collection, but excellent 
as this service is, it barely scratches 
the surface. Books must be available 
where needed. 

Under Section 10 (a) of the Pro- 
gramme I read, ‘Building of Good 
community halls adequate for public 
assembly in comfort, and fitted with 
facilities for social life and _ enter- 
tainment.”’ 

Here is where libraries can come in. 
Such a building can house a library, 
and it should be so planned. It can 
be used for public meetings, for dra- 
matic’ performances. It should have 
a stage properly planned and lighted, 
with dressing-rooms. It should have 
a projection room for the showing of 
films. It can be used for social enter- 
tainment, and its walls can provide 
shelves for books. Plans for such a 
building should be available soon. 


LibraryeSurvey Committee 

Recently the Provincial Government 
appointed the Alberta Library Asso- 
ciation as a survey Committee to 
prepare a report on library facilities, 
and to make recommendations on fhe 
extension of library facilities in the 
Province, and especially in rural areas. 
That report is now in the hands of 
the Government, and we librarians 
are confidently expecting legislation 
at this session which will make pos- 
sible, in the ‘course of time, a co- 
ordinated scheme of library service, 
which will place good books within the 
reach of every man, woman and child 
in the Province. 


The Large School Divisions 
The large School Divisions are 
gradually building up libraries to 
serve all their schools. Some of these 
are good and some not so good. Their 
first aim is, naturally, to provide 
-books required by -the- school courses, ~ 


Books which boys and girls will love 
to read for the joy of reading, books 
of literary value, are being slowly 


added. Allin all, these School Division 
school libraries are the most consid- 
erable contribution to rural library 
service we have, and should plan an 
important role in any larger scheme.

NGINEERING enterprises de- 
signed to bring increased water 
supply to farmers in large areas 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan are plan- 
ned by the Dominion Government for 
the next few years as part of the 
program of Prairie Farm Rehabilita- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture. 

When completed the projects will 
bring under cultivation rich land which 
has lacked only the assurance of ade- 
quate moisture to yield abundantly 
every year—as it does today in every 

- season when rainfall comes in sufficient 
volume and at the right time. Water 
for livestock, too, will. be assured, and 
in many districts provision will be 
mainly for this purpose, or for com- 
bined irrigation and stock watering. 

Farmers of the East Central part 
of this Province organized some time 
ago for the purpose of pressing for early 
action; and they are hopeful that the 
strong case they have presented will 
move the authorities to get the neces- 
sary public works under construction 
at an early date. ‘ 

Of one project it may be said with 
confidence that development will begin 
almost at once. It is the St. Mary 
River development in Southern Al- 
berta.

Storage of 300,000 Acre Feet 


It will probably take two years to 
build the dam and complete the project 
which will involve’the construction of 
the proposed St. Mary River Dam on 
the river of that name a few miles 
north-east of the town of Cardston. 
This dam will create a lake approxi- 
mately fifteen miles in length with a 
maximum width of six miles and a 
total storage capacity of about 300,000 
acre-feet. The dam will be one-half 
mile in length and 185 feet in height. 
The ultimate cost is estimated at about 
$4,000,000. ‘The large map which we 

rint above contains all the essential 
eatures of the undertaking.

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To Distinguish Between 
Water Hemfock and Water 
Parsnip Very Important 


Everyone should be able to _ dis- 
tinguish between Water Hemlock, 
which is very poisonous, killing live- 
stock from time to time, and Water 
Parsnip, which is harmless, declares 
the Line Elevators Farm Service, in @ 
recent bulletin. One difference ‘is in 
the. roots: the Water Hemlock has 
several thick fleshy roots, just under- 
ground, each about the size and shape 
of a man’s little finger; Water Parsnip 
has numerous fibrous roots,, but no 
fleshy ones. There are also some 


differences in the leaves. Printed 
leaflets, with oe tore may be 
obtained from Line Elevator agents, 


it is advised. Water Hemlock in 
pastures should be pulled and burned, 
especially if feed is short and stock 


hungry.

Dear Farm Women: 

For the past day or two I have 
been mulling over in my mind what 
two women writers had to say. 

The first was by Mrs. Strange -in 
an article in the last issue. of the 
Country Guide.

Being a 
literary person, she has two. One 
contains quotations from the written 
word. The other consists of quota- 
tions from life. 

She said when she reviewed her 
former one she was astounded at the 
range of writers she had quoted. 
There seemed to be all sorts of writers, 
and through many, many years she 
had recorded their, to her, arresting 
thoughts. 

The other quotations from life were 

ossibly bits of information or some 
Peautiful reflections or some truths 
pithily expressed. 

I cannot help but think what 
treasure houses we might be building 
if we did the same. 
There might be moments when we 
could pick up one or the other and 
re-read some bit. of philosophy that 
had been a comfort and given us 
much cause for reflection. 

If, by the way, we kept these books 
over a sufficiently long time, it might 
be interesting to note how our view- 
point in regard to some of them had 
changed. Haven't you all picked up 
a book which at one time you felt 
most worth-while and now you find it 
absolutely ‘‘wishy-washy’’? The book 
is the same. It is your viewpoint that 
has altered. . 

There might be bits of information 
you were glad you had kept or jokes 
at which you had laughed. Haven't 
you all heard some dry, witty com- 
ment of one of your friends and 
neighbors that was almost forgotten, 
but the re-reading brought the same 
old amusement? There might be an 
old recipe. There might be what are 
in a sense local history notes which 
will otherwise be quite forgotten as the 
old-timers leave the stage. 

In fact the suggestion sounds most 
interesting to hy and I think it would 
be well worth while to carry it. out;

find a pencil when you wanted to 
make the note, and the book when 
you wanted to read it!

Bacterial Blight of green beans has 
affected many gardens in recent years. 
Leaves of the infected plants develop 
large irregular spots, and then fre- 
quently drop; brown spots with irregu- 
lar margins, resembling sun scald, 
also appear on the pods, and perhaps 
on the stems also. Control measures. 
recommended by the Junior Path- 
ologist, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, are: use of disease-free seed; 
cultivation only when plants are dry; 
keeping the patch free from weeds, so 
that the plants will dry quickly after 
rain or dew; use of resistant variety, 
such as Robust, Yellow Eye, etc. 


Care of Baby Chicks requires clean 
houses and yards, clean litter, good 
feed, careful management and com- 
mon sense, says the Ottawa Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Before the chicks 
arrive, brooder houses should be 
thoroughly scrubbed and disinfected; 
drafts must be eliminated, and roofs 
made weather-tight; corners must be 
rounded off to prevent crowding. 
Floors should be covered with clean, 
dry litter—clean sand, chopped straw, 
laner shavings, or clover aed and 
eaves. The brooder stove should be 
Ne gh for several days before the 
chicks arrive, and a check made to 
see that controls are in working order 
and adjusted to maintain a tempera- 
ture of 95 to 98 degrees, two inches 
above the floor at the edge of the 
hover.

The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


Seedtime is approaching in Western 
Catiada and the matter giving most 
concern is the acreage to be seeded to 
wheat. The Dominion-Provincial Con- 
ference, held in Ottawa last December, 
recommended a wheat acreage, of 
23,414,100, the same as last year. 
However, the scarcity of wheat 
throughout the world, the urgent need 
of Europe and Asia for all kinds of 
food, and the decision of the United 
States Department of Agriculture to 
ask farmers in that country to increase 
spring wheat seedings by a _ million 
acres, leads to the belief on the part 
of a number of authorities that Canada 
should encourage a wheat acreage 
increase. British authorities are rather 
critical of the Dominion’s attitude ia 
recommending no increased acreage 
under wheat. 

The Federal Minister of Agriculture, 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, sticks to the idea 
that wheat acreage should remain the 
same as last year. He says that to 
expand the acreage this year at the 
expense of summerfallow would mean 
lessened® production in 1947. 


Summerfallow Statistics 

Land summerfallowed in the Prairie 
Provinces for the 1946 crop totalled 
19,397,000 acres. During the 1935-39 

eriod average acreage under summer- 
allow each year was 15.7 million, 
while the average for the 1940-44 
period was 20.1 million acres, an 
increase of 28 percent. The advantage 
of summerfallowing is that it con- 
serves two years’ moisture for one 
year’s crop. Unless an_ unusually 
wet season is experienced, wheat secded 
on stubble generally results in a 
comparatively low yield. 

An increase in wheat acreage of from 
10 to 15 per cent could readily be 
effected through a reduction of sum- 
merfallowing for 1947 and,a reduction 
in the seeding of oats. lLast year 
oats seedings covered 10,749,000 acres. 

The season will open with fairly 
good crop prospects, due to better 
moisture conditions last fall. Snow- 
fall during the winter over most of 
the Prairie Provinces has been heavy. 
However, as a general rule, little 
reliance is placed on snowfall, because 
the melted snow usually runs off before 
the ground is thawed out. 

Both Canada and the United States 
are making extensive efforts to export 
as much wheat as possible and as 
quickly as possible.

Butter stocks in Canada, at Feb. Ist, 
stood at 22,988,297. lbs.—a consider- 
able drop from the total at Feb. Ist, 
1945, of 30,625,729 pounds. Figures 
for production of butter in Alberta in 
January also present a discouraging 
picture: 1,507,655 pounds, as com- 
pared with 1,652,753 in the same 
month one year ago. Northern Al- 
berta showed an increase of 2.4 per 
cent, Central Alberta a ig of 8.8 
per cent (the figure for the Province 
as a whole) while for Southern Alberta 
the decrease was 26.6 per cent. Prices 
remain at the ceiling; locally, butter- 
fat is 33 cents plus 10 cents subsidy, 
and first grade prints are 36.

and this simple and inexpensive method 
of combatting an evil ‘that causes 
damage of about 15 million dollars a 
year should not be neglected. 3 

The demand for wheat from Canada, 
it is believed, will cause farmers to 
increase the acreage sown this spring. 
The Dominion Provincial conference 
suggested 23,414,000 acres to be sown, 
the same as last year, but with the 
demand this figure may be passed. 
The best agricultural authorities agree 
that to increase wheat acreage at the 
expense of summer fallow will be 
detrimental in the long run. Linked 
with the wheat problem is the feed 
grain situation, involving the mainh- 
tenance of the livestock on Canadian 
farms and the supplying of meat and 
dairy products ‘abroad. 


Stark Fact Faces Farmers 


The stark fact faces the farmers of 
Canada that, every additional pound 
of food shipped abroad may contribute 
to the saving of alife. Not even during 
the war, when U-boats sank allied 
ships carrving food, has the situation 
been so grave as in this aftermath of 
the war. 

The Deputy Minister of Labor, A. 
MacNamara, has sent out circulars to 
well over 600,000 farmers, asking them 


“to acquaint employment offices with 


their labor needs so that every effort 
ean be made by the Government to 
have these needs supplied.

The decline in hog marketings con- 
tinues. From January Ist to February 
16th the marketings this year have 
been 704,818, compared with 1,103,325 
in the same period of 1945, a decrease 
of 36.1 per cent. In the West during 
these winter weeks the decline has been 
43.6 per cent, from 770,050 to 434,683 
while in Eastern Canada the decrease 
has been 18.8 per cent, from 332,675 
to 270,135. 

In‘ the year 1944 the production in 
Alberta was 2,273,100, while in 1945 
it had decreased to 1,593,000. The 
figures for the Province of Ontario 
in 1944 were 1,810,200 and in 1945 
they stood at 1,714,300. On De- 
cember 1, 1945, the hogs on Canadian 
farms numbered 5,853,000 compared 
with 7,647,000 on the same date in 
1944 

It is stated that any improvement 
in the unfortunate hog situation in 
Canada is unlikely for some consider- 
able time.

ST. MARY RIVER PROJECT 
(Continued from page 6) 
Canadians also began to use the water 
of the St. Mary for irrigation purposes. 
The question arose at that time: how 
much of the water should each country 
be permitted to take, in fairness to the 
other? Prolonged negotiations finally 
resulted in Canada being awarded 
362,600 feet and the United States 

248,700 feet annually. 

While the United States has made 
full use of its share of the water as 
allocated above, and requires more, 
Canada has hitherto failed to use her 
full share. To protect this share, the 
Dominion Government is building the 
St. Mary River Dam to impound the 
water, so that it may be| used in 
Southern Alberta. It should be noted 
that the proposed dam is large enough 
to impound nearly all of our share 
of the water. 

Diversion Near Kimball 

The water of the St. Mary River 
which we are now using in Canada is 
diverted from the river a few miles 
north of the International Boundary 
near Kimball, Alberta, which will be 


seen on the map. . The water is then | 


carried in natural coulees and in canals 
tothe rich irrigable areas which extend 
from Raymond to Taber. It irrigates 
about 120,000 acres. One of the natur- 


al channels through which the water | 


is carried is Pethole Coulee, south-west 
of Magrath (see map). The St. Mary 
Dam. is also situated south and west 
of Magrath. The water from it will 
be carried a few miles and. discharged 
into the same natural channels— 
Pothole Coulee. The dotted line on 
the map shows the route of the new 
canal. It is possible that all of the 
olde canal from Kimball to the new 
canal may be abandoned. 

“When the new reservoir has been 
completed, the additional waters it will 
provide’ may be used to increase the 
water supplics on the existing irrigable 
areas (boardly indicated by vertical 
lines) from Raymond to Taber, where 
there have been shortages from time 
to time in the past. 

May. Extend Irrigated Area 
The hew supply of water may also 
be used to extend the irrigated area 
eastward from Taber towards Medicine 

Hat. It is estimated that there will be 
sufficient water for the present irrigable 
acreage and for an additional 94,000 
acres of new land. This new land is 
adjacent to such centres as Grassy 
Lake, Burdett and Bow Island. It is 
indicated on the map by diagonal lines.

and west of Magrath. To impound 
additional water in the runoff season 
for use in .seasons of low flow, an 
additional storage reservoir is being 
built on the east branch, through co- 
operation between the Alberta Gov- 
ernment and the Prairic Farm Rehabil- 
itation Administration of the Dominion 
Government. Construction is already 
in progress. This reservoir is quite 
separate from the St. Mary reservoir. 
It is to provide extra storage for the 
general Southern Alberta development. 

The vision of those experts who 
have given special study to the subject 
of irrigation in Southern Alberta has 
extended to such developments as the 
future control'and use of the waters of 
the Milk, Waterton and Belly rivers, 
as well as those of the St. Mary. 
The extent to which this vision may 
be realized will depend upon a great 
number of factors which it is not 
possible briefly to enumerate. They 
cannot, therefore, be discussed here 
at this time.

Hon. J. L. Isley, Minister. of Finance, as announced that depleted stocks 
of butter, lower winter production and increased consumption have neces- 
sitated a cut in the buttec ration during March and. April from the present 
6 ounces per person per week to 4 ounces per week. Instead of 3 iy

becoming valid every 4 weeks, there will be 1 coupon every 2 weeks. Cou- 
pons will become valid on March 7 and 21 and April 4 and 18. Quota users, 
except hospitals and such special users, must make their butter allocations 
for the first quarter last until April 30. z 


“SUBSIDY ON IMPORTED PACKAGED BEES 


The subsidy of 50 cents per pound, paid on imported package bees during 
1944 and 1945, will not be paid on 1946 importations. Instead of this sub- 
sidy, which was to take care of increased production costs, there is to be 
an upward revision in the ceiling price for honey across Canada for the 
1946 crop. 


FARM SLAUGHTERING OF MEAT 


Rationing in Canada is providing meat for export to Europe and Great 
Britain at the rate of approximately 150,000,000 additional pounds r year. 
In the three months following the re-imposition of meat rationing, omestic 
meat consumption was reduced by 3.4 pounds per person, or an equivalent 
of 814 percent over the year. Farmers have been largely responsible for 
making this additional contribution possible, and they are asked for con- 
tinued co-operation in observing the following regulations: 
Meat ration coupons are to be collected by farmers from the ration 
books of members of farmers’ households when meat slaughtered i 
themselves is consumed by themselves, as well as for meat they sell 
to neighbouring farmers and to licensed slaughterers. These coupons 
are to be sent to the local ration board by the tenth of each month. 
One meat coupon must be turned in for every four pounds of meat 
consumed in the houschold but farmers need not turn in more thaa 
half the valid meat coupons in the household's ration books. 
For the meat sold to neighbouring farmers, they must collect one ration 
coupon for each four pounds of meat sold, even if it means collecting 
coupons which have not yet been declared valid. 
For meat sold to licensed slaughterers, they must not sell less than a 
quarter of beef or a side of pork, and they must collect a ration cheque 
or other ration documents for the full poundage of the meat, accord- 
ing to the wholesale meat coupon chart. Every licensed slaughterer 
has a chart in his possession. 


MAPLE SYRUP SALES 


Therc are no major changes in prices or in the method of rationing maple 
sytup and maple sugar this year. Maple butter has been removed from the 
ration and will be coupon free the same as maple wax (la tire) and maple 
cream. Maximum prices per Imperial gallon for sales of maple syrup direct

Grading must be in accordance with the Maple Industry Act and the colouri- 
meter approved by Federal Department of Agriculture. 

A premium of 25¢ per gallon over the ‘‘Canada Light’’ price has been fixed 
for syrup grading “‘Fancy’’.

COUPONS:—From March 1 to May 31, one sugar-preserve cou covers 

the purchase of two quarts (80 fluid ounces) maple syrup, or 4 lbs. maple 

sugar. Maple butter, maple wax and maple cream are not rationed. After 

May 31 one sugar coupon will be good for 48 ounces of maple syrup. 

A farmer may use his own maple products on his own premises without 

surrendeging coupons. He must collect coupons for all direct sales of rationed 

maple products off the farm, and forward coupons to his Local Ration Board. 


MAIL ORDERS:—Loose coupons must not be accepted with mail orders. In 
exchange for two preserve coupons a special voucher, covering purchase of 
one lon of maple syrup, can be obtained from the Local Ration Board. 
Producers must not ship syrup unless this voucher accompanies order. 
Vouchers received by producers may not be transferred, exchanged, ne 
tiated or “eposited and should be forwarded to Local Ration cern 
10th of cach month in postage-free Farmer's Envelope, RB-61, together 
with coupons gnd other valid ration documents from sales of maple syrup 
and maple sugar.
